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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The appicant has argued that the examiner's 
statement that the word simultaneous is not claimed, that this limiation only comes into the claims in the newly presented claim 58, is 
falso, that the word simultaneous is either expressly stated or "substantially simultaneous in nature" in all independent claims. The 
applicant has further stted that the claims are patentably distinct from the cited references due to the fact that the limiation of 
"simultaneous" is not taught by any of the references. In the response to arguments section, the examiner has stated that in terms of the 
previously presented claims (the original claims), the word simultaneous does not appear, this word had been added by the amendment. 
Newly presented claim 58 is the only claims which claims the limitation of simultaneously displays charges (this is what was argued by the 
applicant). The remaining independent claims, did contain the word "simultaneous", but dealt with the display of carriers, not of the 
charges being displayed simultaneously. However, the Final Rejection was modified to include the limitation of simultaneous into the 
rejection.
